THINGS MIGHT BE WORSE 


Ottawa reports that income taxes 
are bringing in more money than they 
did last year. During the months of 
April and May the collections were 
more than two and a half million dol- 
lars in excess of those during the same 
two months a year ago. 

These payments cover the calendar 
year 1929. That includes the period of 
the great stock slump and the fall 
months during which the unsold wheat 
crop produced its quieting reactions up- 
on business, profits and earnings. The 
increase indicates that Canadians made 
more money last year than is common- 
ly supposed, while the fact that pay- 
ments are coming in well shows that 
they are not by a long way as hard up 
as they might be. 


THE COAL SUBVENTION 


Miners in the bituminous and sub- 
bituminous coal fields of Alberta are 
confident that they will be able to do 
considerable business in Manitoba mar- 
kets under the subvention of one dollar 
a ton which the Dominion Government 
has granted on coal shipped to that 
province. That is a field into which of 
late there have been heavy importations 
of United States coal, while thousands 
of Alberta miners were idle. 

It has been claimed that a good deal 
of this United States coal has been 
“dumped” in the Manitoba market at 
barely the cost of production plus 
freight, in order to maintain a seeming 
scarcity in markets across the line and 
support high prices to the home con- 
sumer there. Whether the subvention 
will offset this “dumping” policy and 
enable the Alberta mines to take the 
trade away from their United States 
rivals will perhaps only be known from 
experience. In any case the bonus rep- 
resents a real attempt to help the Al- 
berta miners at a time when they need- 
ed help, and is a practical move toward 
realizing the ideal of making the Do 
minion more self-dependent in the mat- 
ter of its fuel supply. 


WHY EXCUSE THE PROVINCES? 


In Ag cong to a direct appeal for as- 
sistance from the mayor of Calgary, 
the Calgary mayor thought that this 
looked rather like hair-splitting on the 
art of the Dominion Premier. But 

remier King stated that the proper 
procedure in dealing with unemploy- 
ment is for a city to appeal to its provin- 
cial government, the province in turn to 
ask for federal aid if that becomes nec- 
essary. Faced by a difficult situation 
surely that is the logical way, and the 
only practical way, of dealing with un- 
employment in a country @o vast as Can- 
ada and where conditions vary s0 
widely. 

The provincial governments have a 
measure of responsibility in the matter, 
as well as the municipal councils and the 
federal Government. This responsibil- 
ity they freely admit, and it is to be said 
to their credit that the provincial gov- 
ernments generally have taken their 
fair share during the past winter in 
helping to meet the situation. There is 
no apparent reason why they should be 
ignored, and the municipalities and the 
federal Government take on the whole 
load. That is what would result if the 
municipal councils dealt directly with 
Ottawa. 


INVOLVING JAPAN? 

The fighting in China has been car- 
ried into Shantung, the province in 
which Japanese interests are concen- 
trated and where many thousands of 
Japanese nationals reside. That is the 
one district in northern or central 
China in which the civil war was liable 
to involve foreigners, and therefore a 
foreign government. Elsewhere the for- 
eigners have left the country, also leay- 
ing their posseszions. 

What follows will depend upon the 
northern war lords. If they are insane 
enough to start hostilities against the 
Japanese, by oppressing Japanese resi 
dents, they are likely to have more war 
on their hands than they will know what 
to do with. What happened in that area 
two ago, when the Nationalists 

s into the province, is clear enough 
ie that Japan will protect its peo- 


their interests there.

that Japan gained a footing in Shan- 
tung by fighting for it. At the com- 
mencement of the great war Kaiochow 
was the one German naval base in the 
Orient. Japan captured it, at a cost of 
nearly two thousand lives, and thus left 
Von Spee’s squadron no alternative but 
to get out of eastern waters, which it 
roy did. At the close of the war 
Japan demanded the right of occupa- 
tion of Shantung, but was forced to 
modify its demands by the opposition of 
the United States. 

The circumstances under which they 
entered the province heip to explain 
how it happens that Japanese arin 
are now there, despite the general with- 
drawal of foreign forces from China. 
They also afford pretty solid ground 
for thinking that Japan will have no no- 
tion of vacating and leaving its subjects 
at the mercy of the war lords.

STUDYING DIET IS PROFITABLE 
A study of the relation of diet to health must have begun wel] over 
two thousand years ago. for Hyppocrates declared that food was the best 


medicine the physician had at his disposal. Since that time there have 
been probably several thousand dietetic theories advocated by as many 
earnest investigators. : 
Most of the older theories have been discarded, as 
many of the greatest discoveries in food science have 
been made in the last quarter of a century. How- 
ever, from this mass of experimentation, we have

foods, and their effect om living bodies. It 
scientists do not make the dietetic laws 
even an unbeliever in diet must, to some extent, obey these fixed laws or be 
punished by sickness or death. 

Even though most of the import- + 


ant discoveries have been given 
much publicity through newspapers, 
magazines and lectures, I find that 
many patients and even some doc- 
tors in talking with me express the 


crudest ideas and superstitions 
about feod and its action in the 
body. 

There is no need for us to be 
careless with our food selection, for 
with a short course of study one 


may easily learn his food require- 
ments and choose the proper diet- 
ary regime to suit the needs of the 
body in its highly evolved state 
There is no need to take food hap- 
hazardly. without regard to qaun- 
tity, quality or combination. There 
is no need to starve for certain food 
elements in the midst of plenty, as so 
many do. There are millions of 
people who are eating three or four 
square meals a day and yet are lit- 
erally starving for some particular 
food elements, usually vitamins and 
minerals. There are millions who 
ate poisoning themselves with an 
etcess of some particular food or 
wtong mixtures of food. All of 
these conditions are unnecessary if 
people would only spend 8 little 
time in studying some of the more 
elementary food lessons 
You can readily see how the li-- 
tle dietetic errors at each meal will 
have a cumulative effect which will 
tend to greatly shorten your life and 
usefulness. In spite of wrong cat- 
ing habits of a lifetime, do not hes!- 
tate to change your bed esting 
habits to good ones. When your
